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INTRODUCTION 



"Loaiilng AppleWorks Into The Apple IIGS Computer" vas developed 
for use as a "how to" training device. It can be used with Apple IIGS 
computers which have two disk drives. Its development was 
accomplished using one Apple 5 1/4" drive, one Apple 3 1/2" drive and 
the 2.0 version of the AppleWorks program* The pictures one sees In 
the Figures are those that will be seen when V2.0 of the AppleWorks 
program Is loaded Into the computer. Generally, other versions of the 
AppleWorks program may be used In conjunction with the document. 
There may, however, be differences between what one sees on the screen 
and what is seen in this document. If the document Is to be used as it 
was Intended at the time of development, users must have the following 
items available to them: 

1. Apple IIGS computer. 

2. Two disk drives. 

3. AppleWorks program V2.0. 

Before the document can be used as it was intended, users must be 
able to turn on the computer and the monitor. 

After using this document, Apple IIGS computer^ operators should be 
able to load AppleWorks V2.0 Into tho computer memory. Additional 
guidance in this regard may be found In the AppleWorks program manual 
which accompanies the purchase of the program. Manuals are also 
available from many bookstores. 

Mistakes found in this document are mine.

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01. E nergize The Computer . Turn on the power switches external to 
the computer and the one on the back of the computer. 

02. Energize The Computer Mop i tor . Place the monitor power switch 
in the on position. It Is located on the right side of the 
monitor as you face the monitor front. The screen will tell you 
that you do not have a startup device Inserted In the disk drive. 

03. Inserting The Disk . Place the AppleWorks program (Version 
2.0) in disk drive #1 » slot 1^5. This is generally, the normal 
configuration and if you are using a 3 1/2" and 5 1/2" inch disk 
drives together drive #1, slot #5 should be the 3 1/2" drive. If 
you are unsure of the configuration, place the program in one 
disk drive or the other (can be done only If /ou are using two 
drives of the same size). The computer will search both disk 
drives for a program. 

04. Apple-Control -Reset Function . 

a. Identifying Keys. Identify the OPEN-/}PPLE, the CONTROL and

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the RESET keys. The OPEN-APPLE key has an outline of an 
apple on its face. The RESET key is located Just above 
the row of number keys at the top of the keyboard and has a 
triangle on its face. 

b. Pressing and Holding Keys. Press and hold down the 
OPEN-APPLE and the CONTROL keys. While these keys are held 
down, press the RESFT key, releasing it af^or about 5 
seconds. 

c. Releasing Keys. Release the OPEN-APPLE and the CONTROL <eys. 
With this task completed, your screen should look like Figure 
1. Then. It will automatically shift to look like Figure 2 
and then shift to look, stopping with Figure 3.

a. Space Bar. Press the space bar once to continue (see the 

bottom of the screen). The screen now appears like Figure 4.
